around town knew him at 
some point as ‘Dave the scrap 
man from Abington’. 

“We are devastated as a fam¬ 
ily. How could anybody do 
this to him? 

“I just want to appeal to the 
people that did it. You know 
what you did, you must have a 
father, mother brother, sister. 

“How would you feel if it was 
your Dad? Do the right thing. 
Tell us who did this. 

“This is a life sentence for us. 
My Dad never deserved this.” 

Police say they are currently 
pursuing several lines of 
inquiry. Although officers 
carried out emergency first 
aid when they arrived at Mr 
Brickwood’s home, he died 
later in hospital. 

Friends believe he may have 
been targeted as it was ‘well 
known’ he did not believe in 
bank accounts.

The sons of a loving man who 
was murdered in a Violent 
assault’ in his own home have 
made a direct appeal to his 
‘cowardly’ killer to ‘do the 
right thing’. 

ThebodyofDavidBrickwood, 
aged 74, was discovered in 
Lindsay Avenue, Abington, 
Northampton, in the early 
hours of Saturday morning. 

A team of 45 officers from 
Northants Police are hunting 
Mr Brickwood’s killer but no 
arrests have been made. 

The pensioner’s three sons 
have now made an emotional 
appeal for the killer to come 
forward. 

Gary Brickwood said: “Dad 
was a great man, generous, 
loving, would always help 
anybody. 

“I think everybody in 
Abington and pretty much all

We are great lovers of art in all its 
forms at the Herald and Post, so it is 
exciting to hear about a film that pre¬ 
mieres tomorrow in which 
Northampton and one of its great char¬ 
acters take centre stage. 

By Our Selves from Soda Pictures is 
an arthouse movie inspired by an epi¬ 
sode in the life of poet John Clare in 
1841. 

Suffering what we would now proba¬ 
bly call a nervous breakdown, he set 
out to walk from Epping Forest to 
Glinton near Stamford in search of a 
childhood sweetheart Mary Joyce. 

He ended up in Northampton General 
Lunatic Asylum but his account of his 
quest, Journey Out of Essex, proved to 
be an inspirational text. 

The writer Iain Sinclair retraced 
Clare’s steps and wrote a book about 
his experience called Edge of the 
Orison which he concluded in 
Northampton with Alan Moore. 

Sinclair had used the famous Clare 
pilgrimage as a skeleton for his own

adventure and now By Our Selves takes 
his book and does the same thing 
again. 

Film maker Andrew Kotting puts 
Toby Jones in the role of Clare, draws 
on the voice of Freddie Jones (Toby’s 
dad) for voiceovers and also features 
Iain Sinclair and Alan Moore discuss¬ 
ing John Clare in Abington Park. 

The film, which has a kind of magical 
surreal quality (and includes a straw 
bear) goes on general release tomorrow 
starting at Picturehouse Central in 
London. 

It is expected to play at the Forum in 
Northampton in November. 

Stewart Lee called it: “A fusion of 
drama, documentary and chance hap¬ 
pening that explodes the creative pro¬ 
cess.”

During this time they will 
be training at Moulton 
College and Alejandro 
Nieto, who plays in the back 
row and is a farmer back 
home, is finding out how 
being a professional player 
feels. He said: “We don’t 
know anything about life as 
a professional but we’ve 
been training like profes¬ 
sionals over the last month. 

We’ve been drilling our¬ 
selves like professionals 
and I think this life is really 
nice and we’re enjoying 
every minute of it so we’re 
not thinking any different 
from any other team. 

The Uruguayans hadn’t 
had the chance to explore 
Northampton when we 
spoke to them but they 
were fully intending to have 
a look around. 

Nieto, who admits his 
knowledge of the town 
extends as far as the 
Northampton Saints, said: 



“Before we came, we just 
knew the team but we’re 
looking forward to having a 
free afternoon and having a 
walk around. 

“We like to know about 
the cities we stay in, espe¬ 
cially places like 
Northampton or Cardiff, 
which aren’t too big. It 
would be nice to maybe 
watch some local rugby.” 

Northampton is of course 
famed for its shoemaking 
and the Uruguayan coach 
went past one of the facto¬ 
ries that are dotted around, 
although Nieto probably 
won’t be looking to add to 
his collection. 

He said: “Some of the 
other players may have a 
look but I prefer just wear¬ 
ing casual sport shoes. I 


don’t try to be fancy with 
what I wear on my feet.” 

While rugby may not be as 
popular as football in 
Uruguay, the Premiership is 
screened in the country, 
meaning the Saints are 
familiar to many over there. 

Veteran winger Francisco 
Bulanti is a big fan of theirs 
and is looking forward to 
facing the likes of Tom 
Wood and Courtney Lawes 
at the Etihad Stadium in 
Manchester next Saturday. 

He said: “Northampton 
Saints is a very famous team 
and I wish them all the best 
in the Premiership this sea¬ 
son. “We’re also hoping the 
people of Northampton will 
get behind us while we are 
staying here.” 

Meanwhile, anyone 


watching local rugby this 
weekend may find there are 
some international players 
in their midst. Look out for 
them at the likes of Old 
Northamptonians or 
Northampton Casuals.

‘A perfect gent, 
taken so cruelly’

Tributes have been 
pouring in to a 74-year- 
old Northampton man 
who was murdered in a 
‘violent and dreadful' 
attack in his own home. 

David Brickwood, of 
Lindsay Avenue, 
Abington, died in 
Northampton General 
Hospital in the early 
hours of last Saturday 
morning after being the 
victim of what police 
have described as a ‘vio¬ 
lent assault’ in ‘harrow¬ 
ing’ circumstances. 

Hundreds of people 
have paid tribute to Mr 
Brickwood, described as 
a ‘lovely, friendly’ man, 
with friends, neighbours 
and family leaving over 
50 floral tributes outside 
his home. 

A Facebook group 
called RIP David 
Brickwood ‘Monty’ was 
set up on Sunday, and it 
now has 900 members. 

Leading the heartfelt 
tributes on the page was 
Mr Brickwood’s son, 
Dale Brickwood, who 
posted: “Feel so lost, how 
could anybody do this to 
my dad... 


“My dad helped every¬ 
body, not a bad bone in 
him. My daughter is 
going to grow up, with¬ 
out knowing this great 
man, who was my dad, 
RIP dad.” 

Jade Sangster posted: 
“Just been to lay some 
flowers, the amount of 
flowers that are there 
already is just a small 
insight of how loved 
Dave was. 

“He was my neighbour 
for 7 years and never a 
day went past where he 
wouldn’t stop for a chat. 
A true gentleman, not a 
bad bone in his body, 
lovely lovely man. I just 
can’t understand how 
anyone would want to 
hurt him. May you rest in 
peace Dave xxx” 

Hayley Morris posted: 


“I grew up with him. He’s 
such a kind funny man. I 
remember being round 
his every weekend and 
school holidays...even 
Christmas. I’ll always 
remember how he’d be 
so happy and kind to 
everyone, he’d religious¬ 
ly have roast on a Sunday, 
he’d sit and watch west¬ 
ern films, how he’d 
always have humbugs in 
his car...he was the clos¬ 
est thing I ever had to a 
pap growing up. R.I.P 
Dave. 

Becky Halloran said: 
“Lindsay ave will never 
be the same again. A 
gentle kind man taken so 
cruelly... RIP Dave” 

Police are urging any¬ 
one with information 
about the attack to call 
them on 101.

Cobblers ordered 
to cough up cash

Northampton Borough Council has ordered 
the Cobblers to pay back the £10.25m loan 
within three weeks. 

In July 2013, Northampton Town Football 
Club agreed a deal with Northampton 
Borough Council to redevelop Sixfields 
Stadium. 

The redevelopment would see the capacity 
of Sixfields increase to around 10,000 and will 
see the addition of a hotel, corporate boxes, a 
conference centre and more. 

At the time of the agreement, the then Leader 
of Northampton Borough Council, Cllrr David 
Mackintosh said: “We have agreed a redevel¬ 
opment partnership with Northampton Town 
Football Club that involves a housing scheme 
and small scale, local retail development on 
land upon which the football club have a 150 
year lease, as well as adjacent land near the 
stadium. 

“We recognise it will take a number of years 
for the profit from this to come to fruition, so 
to allow matters to proceed in the meantime 
Northampton Borough Council will loan the 
club up to £12 million to allow the redevelop¬ 
ment to go ahead as soon as possible.” 

Now the borough council has taken legal 
steps to get the money paid back as the bor¬ 
ough council has lost ‘confidence in the 
arrangement. 

A Northampton Borough Council spokes¬ 
man said: “We can confirm Northampton 
Borough Council has issued legal notices to 


Northampton Town Football Club requiring 
the repayment of the £10.25 million pounds 
that has been loaned to the club. 

“The notices give the Club three weeks to 
repay the loan in full. 

“If the sum is not repaid, then the council 
will begin legal proceedings to recover the 
debt. 

“The Chairman has repeatedly informed us 
that the council will be repaid in full when the 
club is sold but the sale does not seem to be 
proceeding at this point. 

“The last two repayments have been missed 
and the Club has not given the Borough 
Council confidence in their ability to pay 
these and later repayments. 

“The council is also aware that there is a 
petition to wind up County Developments 
Northampton Limited, the company working 
on the development around the Club, in the 
High Court. 

“This step was not taken lightly, but is the 
proper process to protect the public purse and 
collect the debt in these circumstances. 

“We continue to support the Club and 
remain open to discussion on ways to deal 
with the debt owing to the Council.” 

Cobblers Chairman David Cardoza said: 
“We fully intend to complete the takeover 
with the proposed new owners but there is 
significant other interest in the club should 
things change. 

“We completely understand the urgency to 
bring matters to a conclusion and it is our 
intention to have the debt repaid.” 

He said he realised fans find the situation 
alarming but called for them to back the team. 


Police in talks with club 


Special meeting call 


Northants Police 
have had discussions 
with the Cobblers 
and the borough 
council over the 
£10.25m loan saga, 
the H&P can reveal. 

The talks come a 
week after the local 
authority gave 
Northampton Town 
three weeks to pay 
back the money that 
has been loaned to 
the club, or face legal 
proceedings. 

In a statement, a 


spokesperson for 
Northamptonshire 
Police said: “We are 
aware of a financial 
agreement between 
Northampton 
Borough Council and 
Northampton Town 
Football Club. 

“We had discus¬ 
sions with both the 
council and the foot¬ 
ball club, however no 
formal complaint 
has been received.” 

It is unknown why 
the talks were held. 


Labour councillors 
are calling for a spe¬ 
cial meeting of 
Northampton 
Borough Council fol¬ 
lowing the demand 
for the Cobblers to 
pay back its £10.25m 
loan in three weeks. 

The opposition 
councillors say they 
want reassurances 
about the deal, and 
question why there 
was confusion over 
whether the repay¬ 
ments were being 


made by the club.. 

Labour’s Deputy 
Leader, Cllr Gareth 
Eales, said: Some¬ 
thing does not 
appear right about 
this episode, espe¬ 
cially as councillors 
were advised recent¬ 
ly that all loan pay¬ 
ments were up to 
date, which clearly 
wasn’t the case.” 

He added the group 
‘will acknowledge’ 
the deadline given to 
NTFC.

Student says 
‘check ‘em out’

A 20-year-old University of 
Northampton student with tes¬ 
ticular cancer has told how a TV 
advert inspired him to check for 
lumps. 

But after finding a growth, he 
was to endure an eight month¬ 
long journey of being undiag¬ 
nosed as doctors thought it was 
just a cyst. 

Now, after being diag¬ 
nosed, he has undergone 
an operation to remove 
the growth, and is cur¬ 
rently going through 
chemotherapy to reduce 
the risk of the cancer 
returning. 

Harry O’Sullivan, cur¬ 
rently a third year student 
studying Human Geography and 
International Development, has 
shared his personal story in a 
touching online blog. 

It reads: “After returning home 
from the first term of my second 
year back at university for the 
Christmas break, I remember 
being sat in my front room at 
home when an advert came on the 
TV talking about checking your 
testicles for lumps or anything 
abnormal. As anyone would I 
thought to myself why not I’m not 
going to find anything, but I might 
as well check to be safe. I began to 


check and was overcome with fear 
when I discovered a small lump 
on my right testicle. I remember 
checking it over and over again 
fearing the worst.” 

Harry told how he ‘went straight 
to the doctors’ the next day, and 
was told it was a cyst, but to keep 
an eye on it and go back if it grew. 

On a return visit he was yet again 
told that it was a cyst. But in fuly, 
he returned for a third time to be 
told: ‘We have found a 
tumour’. 

A month later, he had 
an operation to 
remove it. He 
described the day as 
unnerving. 

This month he is 
undergoing chemo¬ 
therapy sessions to 
reduce the risk of the 
cancer returning. 

“Hopefully this will raise 
awareness for testicular cancer in 
younger men as I thought it would 
never happen to me as well so it 
just goes to show it could happen 
to anyone. 

“I’d just like to thank the 
University of Northampton who 
have given me so much support 
and have helped me, which will 
allow me to finish my degree this 
year. Finally for anyone who has 
any questions check out this bril¬ 
liant charity called check em lads, 
www.checkemlads.com, who are 
helping me through this.”

The Volkswagen Golf GTE 
promises some faintly absurd- 
looking efficiency measures, 
emitting 39g/km of C02 and 
managing 166mpg on the NEDC 
fuel economy tests. Of course, in 
the real world, this plug-in hybrid 
probably won’t make anywhere 
near those numbers, but with 
204PS on tap, it’s got the muscle 
to back up the sporty styling. 
Keep your eye on this one. 

The GTE is powered by a 
combination of a 150PS 1.4-litre 
TSI petrol engine and a 102PS 
electric motor. Unfortunately, 
that doesn’t mean you get 252PS. 
When used together, they nev¬ 
ertheless deliver a useful 204PS - 
and the torque figure of 350NM 
can’t be sniffed at. When both 
power units are running in paral¬ 
lel, the GTE will accelerate to 
62mph in a crisp 7.6 seconds and 
on to a top speed of I 38mph. It 
can even hit 81 mph using electric 
power alone. 

Naturally, the GTE’s battery 
packs put it at a weight disadvan¬ 
tage compared to a GTI. The ex¬ 
tra 120kg of lithium-ion batteries 
and the 80kg of electric motor 
lift weight to 1,520kg but the ad¬ 
ditional bulk is mounted very low 
in the vehicle which means that 
the GTE will feel planted and 
well-resolved in a corner. 


A big part of the GTE’s ap¬ 
peal is that it doesn’t look that 
different to a GTI. Visually, the 
Golf GTE combines elements of 
the look of the e-Golf and the 
GTI. The front bumper features 
C-shaped LED daytime running 
lights, like those on the e-Golf, as 
well as aerodynamic horizontal 
fins, like those on the GTI. 

Inside, as on the outside, the 
Golf GTE features blue highlights 
where the GTI has red. You still 
get the flat-bottomed steering 
wheel with its circular hub and 
deep dish with audio, telephone 
and cruise control buttons 
mounted on two of its three 
spokes. There’s also a set of 
drilled pedals and a big alloy foot 
rest. The vehicle speedometer 
and tachometer are familiar and 
the latter is supplemented by 
a power meter in the central 
display, which shows the status 
of the battery, whether or not 
power is being used and the 
intensity of any regeneration. 

The GTE offers the tantalising 
prospect of a Golf Mk 7 that’s 
quick and fun to drive with the 
running costs you’d normally 
associate with a stunted citycar. 

If ever you needed evidence of 
technology as an enabling factor 
in vehicle development, you 
couldn’t do a lot better than this.

GRIPPED BY THE COBBLERS 


Northampton Town are unbeaten in four 
matches but off-field concerns over the stalled 
Sixfields redevelopment and club takeover 
continue to mount. 

Draws at home to Leyton Orient and away at 
AFC Wimbledon in the latest Saturday-Tuesday 
League 2 fixtures, both 1-1 scores, were not 
enough to lift fans’ gloom at yet more disturb¬ 
ing news coming from the club. 

Last week Northampton Borough Council 
gave Northampton Town FC three weeks to 
pay back the £10.25 million loan for stadium 
works after the club had failed to deliver the 
last two instalments. The Council’s claims that 
it “does not have confidence in the club’s abili¬ 
ty to pay these and later payments” and that 
the sale of the club to an unnamed Indian con¬ 
sortium “does not seem to be proceeding at 
this point” has alarmed fans further. 

Northampton Borough Council appear to 
have reacted to fans’ questions over the where¬ 
abouts of the £10.25 million loan after David 
Cardoza admitted in a BBC Look East inter¬ 
view the club had “lost” some of the funds 
through a “situation” with the contractor. 

Cardoza answering “no” when asked if he had 
got the money to pay back the loan has raised 
further concerns over the club’s ability to meet 
the three-week payment deadline from the 
council with Cardoza instead referring to a 
long-term scenario of money being paid back 
“once the land is developed”. 

Northants Police told the Herald and Post 
that they have had “discussions” with the club 
and Council but no formal complaint had been 
received. Meanwhile, Northampton Town 
Supporters’ Trust have arranged a meeting 
with the Council and the Chairman to seek full 
clarification of the situation at the club. 

Cobblers boss Chris Wilder is doing a good 
job of steadying the ship in unsettled waters 
yet it is difficult to see how long that can con¬ 
tinue with a staggering 14 weeks passing and 
no announcement on who the new owners 
actually are. Indeed, a growing injury crisis is 
bringing further worries with Paul Corry, Ryan 
Creswell and Rod McDonald sustaining train¬ 
ing ground injuries last week and loanee 
defender Shaun Brisley limping off at AFC 
Wimbledon on Tuesday night.

The Cobblers began to see more of the ball after 
falling behind and were able to break through a 
stubborn Dons defence as Nicky Adams played a 
corner short to David Buchanan, whose cross was 
deftly flicked into the bottom corner by O’Toole. 

Diamond then had another uncomfortable 
moment as he allowed Azeez to get away from him 
again but this time he atoned as he cleared the 
pacy forward’s looping effort off the line. 

Smith then produced a flying save early in the 
second half to deny Dons debutant Ajayi after he 
powerfully met George Francomb’s corner with 
his head. 

The Dons then missed a golden chance to snatch 
victory late on as substitute Sean Rigg somehow 
managed to turn Barcham’s cross over the bar 
from close range.

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A season where Northants 
Cricket restored their pride

Northamptonshire came into the 2015 cricket 
season off the back of a traumatic year that saw 
them relegated from Division One of the County 
Championship with a record-low points total. 

Expectations weren’t exactly high in April but 
this has been a season that restored pride at 
Northants as they came close to winning their 
second T20 title in three years. 

They were also solid in the County 
Championship as they finished fifth in Division 
Two, so here’s why their supporters should come 
away from the campaign from it feeling cheerful. 

Their performances in limited-overs cricket 

Northants were often terrific with the white 
ball. They recovered magnificently from losing 
their first three games in the NatWest T20 Blast 
to reach Finals Day at Edgbaston where 


Lancashire’s spinners denied them in the final. 
They also bounced back from a slow start in the 
Royal London One-Day Cup and only for a down¬ 
pour at Headingley to bar their way to the quar¬ 
ter finals. 

Thrilling matches 

The outcome of five of Northants’ T20 Blast 
matches were decided off the final ball, often 
playing on the nerves of their fans with results 
going either way. But nothing can top their One- 
Day Cup match at Worcestershire, where they 
recovered from 0-3 and 19-6 on their way to 
being bowled out for 126 to record an astonishing 
21-run victory. 

Ben Duckett’s development as a batsman 

The 20-year-old wicketkeeper’s season began 
ingloriously as he was left out of the pre-season 
tour of Barbados due to a lack of fitness. A lack of 
options at the top of the order led to head coach 
David Ripley giving him his chance at opener 
and my word did he take it, striking four centu¬ 


ries in the County Championship including a 
career-best 154 against Derbyshire in July. 

Oily Stone’s fast bowling 

Duckett wasn’t the only youngster to blossom 
this year as 21-year-old Stone impressed with 
some hostile bowling spells of serious pace. 
Following a 10-over spell against Kent in which 
he took five wickets, his captain Alex Wakely 
claimed he, his fellow slips and the ‘keeper had 
never stood so far back such was the pace he was 
sending the ball down. 

David Willey’s spectacular final season 

The desparture of the outstanding all-rounder 
for Yorkshire won’t be feeling like a positive right 
now but it shows the county can still produce 
stars following after Monty Panesar and Graeme 
Swann. This was the season Willey broke into the 
England one-day team and he didn’t look out of 
place. Plus, no-one who witnessed it will ever 
forget his amazing 40-ball century at Sussex in 
the quarter finals of the T20 Blast in August.

Northampton Town midfielder John-Joe 
O’Toole has been told he’s not in manager 
Chris Wilder’s plans and he accepts that 
he needs to play regular football even if it 
is away from Sixfields. 

O’Toole was given his first start since the 
opening day of the season in the Cobblers’ 
1-1 draw at AFC Wimbledon on Tuesday 
night and he marked it by grabbing their 
equaliser at Kingsmeadow. 

The 27-year-old was transfer-listed dur¬ 
ing the summer after struggling for form 
last season and at an age where he should 
be reaching the peak of his powers, he 
knows he needs to be playing more often. 

O’Toole said: “The manager has told me 
I’m not in his plans and I’m at an age 
where I need to play and I feel like I should 
be playing. 

“If I’m not in the manager’s plans then 
maybe I am just playing tonight because 
of Jason Taylor being suspended and what 
not, but I’ve been looking for an opportu¬ 
nity and hopefully I’ve taken it. 

“If you’re not playing, you’re looking 
elsewhere and either I progress here or I 
progress somewhere else because I need 
to be playing. 

“It’s disappointing and everyone knows 
it didn’t go too well last year for me 
through injuries and other things, but this 
year I’ve felt a lot sharper and when I go in 
I feel I’m going to do a better job. 

“It’s just frustrating but you never know 
what’s going to happen around the cor¬ 
ner.” 

O’Toole, who signed for Northampton 
last year, has now scored in both of his 


starts this season after he bagged the only 
goal of the game against his old club 
Bristol Rovers back in August. 

While he admitted he may have to move 
for regular football, he is still determined 
to make things work at his current club 
and force his way back into contention 
under Wilder. 

“I’ve just had to stick with it in training,” 
O’Toole said. “There’s been a couple of 
injuries so you’ve just got to do the best 
you can and wait for your time and hope¬ 
fully I’ve taken my chance tonight and I’ll 
get a start on Saturday. 

“I feel sharp but match fitness and get¬ 
ting through 90 minutes is on my mind 
because I haven’t played much - two 
games in pre-season, 70 minutes on the 
opening day and not much match time 
since. 

“I felt strong tonight so maybe if I have 
another game or two I’ll be really flying, 
so hopefully I can stay in the starting line¬ 
up on Saturday and do a job.” 

Northampton are unbeaten in four 
games but it will be a tough ask to keep 
their recent good run going as they travel 
to Adams Park at the weekend, where they 
will face a Wycombe side who have start¬ 
ed the season well. 

Gareth Ainsworth’s side came within a 
penalty shoot-out of promotion to League 
One in the last campaign and haven’t suf¬ 
fered any hangover as they moved to the 
top of the league on Tuesday. 

O’Toole was disappointed the Cobblers 
won’t be heading into the match on the 
back of a win, adding: “With the quality 
we have maybe we should have won the 
game, but sometimes you’ve just got to 
take the point.”
